As usual, neither stands 
alone, wholly separated one from the 
other. The army of France is a large 
factor in land power; that of Great 
Britain one not wholly negligible; and 
in-naval force Germany stands sec- 
ond in the world, But, despite this 
allowance, the broad division stands. 
Now, should occasion arise, the navy 
of Great Britain, if duly maintained, 
controls the approaches to the Ger- 
man coast, and by such control secures 
the communications of the British 
Isles with the whole world—except, 
perhaps, the Baltic. This means, sub- 
stantially the suppression of German 
sea-borne commerce, the extent uf 
which is little realized. With the 
world outside Europe this increased 
between 1894 and 1904 by 93 per cent., 
with Europe by 68 per cent.; whereas 
the land interchange with Europe in- 
creased only 48 per cent. 

“The maintenance of this sea trade 
depends upon shipping, and it is to 
be remarked that war with Great Bri- 
tain eliminates at once, as carriers to 
Germany, the two principal mercantile 
marines—the British and the German. 
France, with her entente sympathies 
and traditional grievances, will not 
greatly object to measures which will
